They can be planted 
any time of the year when the ground is not frozen, but our 
experience has been that they do better if planted in the 
spring or just after they are through blooming. The rapid 
development and improvement in Hemerocallis is giving us 
splendid new varieties to brighten our gardens at a time of 
yvear when there is a scarcity of bloom in our borders. We now 
have beautiful Daylilies, up to eight inches across, in shades 
that vary from pinks, reds, wines, maroons to purples, in many 
interesting shapes and forms.
